Of Student Union Poll 


In connection with a student body election, a student poll 


was conducted last May to asce 


rtain opinion on the proposed 


student union for Hartnell College. Results of this poll were 
recently received from Dr. Lust Hall, chairman of the stu- 


dent Union committee. 

There were only 308 students 
casting ballots, and 112 of these 
ballots were. marked: so_incor- 
rectly as to be uncountable, The 
committee. listed a number of 
rooms which they felt should be 
eventually included in. the com- 
pleted building. After each item 
the students were instructed. to 
indicate their opinion by mark- 
ing 1 for items of first impor- 
tance, 2 for items of secondary 
importance, and 3 for items of, 
least importance. : 

At the bottom of the ballot, a 


space was provided to make sug- 
gestions for any items not in- 
cluded in the committee’s list. 
A radio broadcasting studio re- 
ceived the most requests — 53 
students mentioned it. The other 
requests were for items already 
on the list, except for some im- 
aginative students who asked for 


a bookie, a slot machine, and a 
beer hall. 

A men’s lounge and women’s 
lounge were the top two in pop- 
ularity, with a banquet room 
ranking third. Conspicuous in 
their ranking of least importance 
were the faculty lounges. Nei- 
ther club rooms nor committee 
rooms would be available, accord- 
ing to the vote. 

“In general,” Dr. Hall reported, 
“the poll indicated that.an educa- 
tion of student opinion is desira- 


ble in regard to the constructive 
use of a union. The students ap- 
pear not to appreciate. such an 
institution affording opportuni- 
ties for social affairs, recreation, 
and rést—‘for both students and 
faculty. A student. union should 
be an educative agency for pro- 
moting a more pleasant and prof- 
itable. social life.”
